The most famous “not proven” 
case (the story was dramatised 
and filmed some ycars ago) was 
the trial of Madeleine Smith, 
the Glasgow heiress of the last 
century, on a charge of murder- 
Ing her clandestine lover, 


Only once 


: In Engllsh law, a man charged” 


wilh murder {is virtually tried 
three times—at an inguest, in 
the magistrate's court and fually 
in the High Court. 

In Scotland, however, a nian 
1s tried only once. For Scots 
law permits ao disclosure of 
evidence before a trial, and thus 
ts obviated any risk of a jury 
prejudging a case by having 
read accounts of preliminary 
hearings. 


There are many other dif. 
ferences, despite which the Scots 
and English get along amicably 
logether, With one exception. 
The Scots marriage law which 
permits any couple over 16 to 
marry reardless of thelr parents’ 
wishes, 


In England, anyone under 21 
Taust have parental consent 
before marrying., The result 
being, quite naturally, that star- 
crossed. English lovers can defy 
thelr parents by fleeing north 
of the River weed and con- 
tracling o marriage which is 
legally recognised ull over the 
world.

If elther of these 
changes do take place, something 
goes ‘wrong with the wulls of 
the millions ‘of capillaries (hair- 
In the body. 
The colourless part of the blood 
leaks through them, end seeps 
into the tissues, producing what 
is cniled oedema, And oedema 
is most likely to occur in the 
lowest part of the body q 
ankles. 

Why this leak results from 
chemical changes in the blood, 
we don't really know. But: if 
your doctor tells you to forgo 
salt and eat more lean mest and, 
cheese you'll know why your 
onkles aren't so neat as ‘they 
were, 

Chemical upsets in the blood- 
stream may be traced to kid- 
neys, heart, or even the lungs. 
But there ore less serious 
ecouses of ankle-swelling, The 
chief one is Interference with 
the circulation in the legs.
